Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not disclose or teach a plurality of sub-modules and a plurality of shape memory 
components with means for heating all shape memory components so as to urge all said 
components to translate in a first direction as recited in claims 13 and 18. The prior art of record 
does not disclose or teach at least three sub-modules and a plurality of shape memory 
components with means for heating all shape memory components so as to urge all said 
components to translate in a first direction as recited in claim 14. The prior art of record does not 
disclose or teach a plurality of sub-modules and a plurality of shape memory wires with means 
for heating all shape memory wires so as to urge all said components to translate in a first 
direction as recited in claim 15. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach a plurality of 
sub-modules and a plurality of shape memory components with means for heating all shape 
memory components so as to urge all said components to reciprocating move in a first direction 
as recited in claim 16. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach a plurality of sub- 
modules and a plurality of shape memory components with means for heating all shape memory 
components so as to urge all said components to reciprocating move in a first direction and to 
return by resilient return means as recited in claim 17. The prior art of record does not disclose or 
teach the linear actuator having a plurality of sub-modules of shape memory elements including 
plate-like bars where the bars extend in a first direction in a parallel, stacked relationship in 
combination with the other features of claim 19. The prior art of record does not disclose or teach

a linear actuator having a plurality of sub-modules of shape memory wires, a plurality of 
elongated bars and a plurality of plate members stacked on top of each other where the plates 
move relative to each other in combination with the other features of claims 30 and 34.
